Subsidies 
Alberta Wheat Pool Budget, 
April 20, 1951, 

The turmoil which has been. raised 
in Eastern Canada over the $65 mik 
lion Federal grant to the Wheat Board 
to make a final payment of &.3¢ a 
bushel for wheat in the 1945-49 pool, 
is, and should be, resented in Western 
Canada. One would think that the 
Western wheat farmers were mendi- 
cants and they alone of all classes Mm 
Canada received special treatment. 
That is far from the case, 

H. H. Hannam, President of the Can 
adian Federation of Agriculture, has 
listed some Federal Government sub- 
sidy payments made to groups and 
industries other than farmers, in the 
1949-50 fiscal year as follows: 
Subsidy for Canadian gold mines ........ 
$13,715,778 
Subsidy on movement of coal 


$3,919,000 
Subsidy on steel and iron ................. 
For unemployment insurance

Then special depreciation on $514 
million invested was allowed war tn- 
dustry during World War 2. 

The Canadian tariff in itself oper- 
ates in the nature of a bonus to Can- 
adian inudustries and is oppressive 
particularly to people residing in the 
prairie provinces of Western Canada. 
In the early 1930's the late Hon. Hor- 
man Rogers, Minister of Labor in the 
Canadian government prepared a table 
showing how each province in Canada 
was affected by the Dominion’s tar- 
iff policy. 

That table showed that at that time 
the Canadian tariffs the people 
of Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alber 
ta $54,925,000 a year, an annual 
average charge of $23.00 on every man 
woman and child in the three provin 
ces, With the expansion of Canadian 
industry and western purchasing, the 
figures may now be doubled. 

The table also showed that the pro- 
vinces of Ontario and Quebec had an 
annual gain through the tariff of 
$83.7 million. 

The $65 million grant by the Federal 
Government to the Wheat Board per- 
mits a payment of 4%¢ a bushel on 
1,436 million bushels of wheat deliv- 
ered by the farmers of Western Can 
ada between 1945 and 1949 inclusive, 
It brings the total payment up to a 
little over $1.83 a bushel, basis 1 Nor- 
thern at the terminal, on total deliv- 
eries,

Between March 1, 1945, and Feb- 
ruary 17, 1947, the Wheat Board sold 
160 million bushels of wheat for dom- 
estic consumption at $1.25 a bushel 
when the export price $1.55.
